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THE HISTORY of The Copley Prints i 
goes back to 1895, when Messrs. Curtis & 
Cameron perceived the opportunity of doing for 
art in this country what had been done so well by 
European houses for art in the old world. Muse- 
ums and private owners already possessed a large 
number of important works and were constantly 
acquiring more, both from American studios and 
from abroad. Also, the great movement of mural 
painting,^ now grown so extensive, was then show- 
ing the results of recent impetus. But all these 
works were enjoyed only by the comparatively 
few who could see the originals. No comprehen- 
sive endeavor had been made to make them known 
to the general public by reproductive process. 
With the friendly advice and co-operation of artists 
and owners, the publication was commenced, in 
the permanent and beautiful form of reproduction 
known as The Copley Prints, of all the good art 
that might be found available in the country. 
THE FIRST WORKS undertaken were those of 
Abbey, Sargent, and Puvis de Chavannes in the 
Boston Public Library.^ Encouraged by public

Appreciating the difficulty of selecting without 
seeing the Prints themselves, the publishers send 
on approval to intending purchasers. Upon such 
orders within the United States the publishers pay 
the mail or express one way; both ways if prints 
are retained to the amount of S5.00.

SIZES: The sizes of the Prints vary somewhat, 
according to the proportions of the originals, but 
in general the approximate sizes with prices are as 
follows: those at $5.00 to $7.50 are i6x 20 inches; 
those at $2.50 or $3.00 are 10 x 12; those at $1.25 
to $2.00 are 7x9; those at 50 cents are about 
4X5 inches. 

EXTRA LARGE SIZES are made of any sub-

In the case 
of photographs, most of them fade, and the nega- 
tives are frequently lost; if, therefore, families 
have any that they wish preserved, for them- 
selves if not for gifts, it is esp>ecially desirable to 
have them reproduced in the permanent form of 
The Copley Prints. 

Faithfulness to the originals, permanence, 
and artistic quality are important requirements, 
all of which are guaranteed by the high reputa- 
tion which The Copley Prints have won through- 
out the world. They have received the highest 
award at the great expositions, in both the United 
States and Europe, and are recognized by artists 
themselves to be among the finest of art repro- 
ductions. 

Restoration. Discolored and faded daguerre- 
otypes can almost always be restored, and 
most defects in originals, caused by time or acci- 
dent, can be removed by skillful handwork in 
the reproduction. 

Sample. A sample of a genuine Print will be 
loaned upon request. 

Safety. Originals are sent at owners' risk, but 
in twenty years we have had no case of injury. 
They are kept in a fireproof safe when not in 
actual use. Extreme care in handling and early 
return are assured. No copies are made except 
upon directions from the owner. Originals should 
be carefully boxed and sent either by registered 
mail or by express. 

Time Required. Usually from one to two 
weeks is sufficient, but when intended for birth- 
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days, Christmas, or other occasions that can be 
foreseen considerably in advance, it is requested 
that orders be sent as much ahead of the required 
date of completion as possible. 

Sizes and Prices. If the reproduction should 
in any case be unsatisfactory to the owner, proof 
is returned and no charge whatever made. No 
dep>osit is required. In cases where the number 
of copies desired would involve too large an 
expenditure for the family owning the original, 
the relatives interested may combine in giving 
the order, making the cost to each comparatively 
small. The Prints are made in either black-and- 
white or sepia, and in several sizes, approxi- 
mately as given below, — the dimensions of the 
reproduction naturally varying somewhat accord- 
ing to the proportions of the original.
